Mr.  Strycker  commented  that  he  would  like 
to  be  principal  again  if  he  had  the  chance,  be- 
cause  he   likes  the   challange  that  it  gives  him. 


He  has  had  much  experience  in  the  classroom 
and  substitutes  whenever  he  can,  however,  if  he 
had  to  make  a  choice  he  would  prefer  to  be  prin- 
cipal. 

Mr.  Strycker  has  no  definite  plans  for  the  fu- 
ture, although  he  is  considering  taking  classes 
in  philosophy  at  IU-PU.  June  30,  when  he  of- 
fically  retired,  Mr.  Strycker  entrusted  his  pos- 
ition of  principal  to  Mr.  Mike  Bushong,  a  former 
graduate  of  Central  Noble.

The  highlights  of  this  year's  track  season  were  at  the 
East  Noble  Relays  and  Goshen  Sectional.  There,  the  440 
and  the  880  medley  relay  teams  both  captured  first 
places  against  stiff  competition.  In  all,  CN  qualified 
eleven  girls  for  sectional  and  seven  for  Regional.
